The new scale of wages now places

Kane has signed with Hugh Duffy ’s 
Philadelphia Natio nals fo r the sea­ 
so n o f 1906. 
K ane’s first 
pro fessio nal 
engage­ 
m ent was with Denver in 1900. 
He 
pitched very few* games th at seaso n, 
but hit so well th at he was held as 
em ergency batter fo r the club. 
In 1900 Geo rge Tebeau mailed him 
a co ntract with such a lo w salary at­ 
tached th a t he co ncluded to play in­ 
dependent ball and signed with F ria r’s 
Po int, Miss. 
He play ed all esaso n with this club, 
winning 21 and lo sing 3 games. 
In 
1901 he m ade applicatio n to J. .T. F a r­ 
rell fo r 
reinstatem ent, 
which was 
srranted. 
H e started the seaso n o f 1992 with 
the San Francisco club o f the Cali­ 
fo rnia league.
